1HE PUBLIC HEALTH AND 

RUILDINGS ORDINANCE. ; 

— . 

In connection with Mr, Rumjahn’s propost- 
tion at the Sanitary Board meeting regarding 
the amendment of sub-sectioy 51 of section 6 
of the Public Health Ordinance, the following 
discussion, in addition to that appearing in our 
issuc last evening, ensucd:— — 

In proposing the resolution’ “Mr. Rumjabn. 
contended that roams such as dining-rooms, 
accountants’ rooms, which are found in Chinese 
shops and hongs, and also’ rooms. used as 
oftices which did not open into the external air 
and were not used as sleeping places, must be 
removed. The definition of a room, he, said, 
“was not bound up with the definition 

of a domestic building. Under sub-section 
22 of section 6, buildings such as Prin-e's 
Buildings, and the blocks of buildings between 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, and the 
Hongkong Hotel and the blocks of buildings 
between Wyndham Street’ and Duddell Street 
came within the definition of domestic buildings 
because they were adapted to ‘be used for 
domestic buildings although they were used as 
offices, and more than two caretakers passed 
all night there. Of course, it was not desired 
that Government should be asked to amend 
the Ordinance at once; an opportunity might 
be found when other amendments came tp. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Lau Chu 
* Pak. 

The President proposed as an Ghendnieh 
that the Board do not take action with regard 
to these offices and accountants! rooms or other 
offices that Mr. Rumjahn referred to.

Mr, Holt bad acqu red, should be divided, Mr. 
Eve, K.C., s.id he appeared, with Mr. Whin- 
ney, for the directors of the company, who had 
isstieS the summons with reference to the dis- 
tribution of the £25,000, The directors prepared 
a scheme for the division of the bonus ; £3,0.0 
was set aside for expen-es, leaving £22,000 
available for distribution,, Out of that it was 
proposed to pay 411,260 to the officials and 
employés and the balance, £10,720, among the 
directors, Exception was tuken by Mr. Nelson 
and those who suypoit d him to the disiribu- 
tion of any portion ¢f the fund among the 
directors, und, accordingly, the directors took 
out this summon, askinge whether they 
were justified in exercising the discretion 
reposed in them: by the agreement between 
Mr, Holt and the shareholders by distributing 
the money in the manner propised. When the 
summons came before his lordShip in Novem- 
ber, Igst’ it was arranged that there should 
be a gercral meeting of the company, The 
mecting in November last it was arranged that 
there should be a general’mecting of the com- 
pany, The theeting was held on December 18, 


.when a resolution was passed approving of the 


directors’ proposal, and ,all the employés had 
accepted the £11,280 in full satisfaction, That 


left £10720 still to be disposed of, and Mr, 


Nelson, representirg the opposition, took the 
view that this ought not to be distributed 
among the directors, but ought to be divided 
among the shareholders, He proposed an 
amendment ‘to that effect at the meeting but 
the vice-chairman (Mr J. A. Maitland), who- 
was in the chair, declined to accept it, and Mr. 
Nelson now alleged that the. meeting was 
irregular, and the resolution approv ng of the 
directors’ proposals invalid, because the 
amendment he proposed was not put to the 


meeting. 


“ Mr, Macnaghten, K.C,, appearing with Mr 
Pearman for Mr. Nelson, said that the meeting 
was altogether irregular, The real crux of the 
matter'was that the amendment which Mr. 
Nelson wished submitted to the meeting was 
declined by the chairman. If the amendment 
was one which cotld pr perly be put, the. re- 
sult was that the meeting was altogether invalid 
and that any resolution passed was invalid. 


. His Lordship said at present his view was |"- 
‘that he could not sanction the directors dividing 


the fund, if the old shareholders claimed it ad- 
versely to the company ; but he must put them 
on terms of bringing-an action at once. ‘Re 
would give Mr. Nelson ten days to consider 
the matter, and let it stand over fora fortnight, 
Then he should require him to give’ an under- 
taking to bring an action, and prosecute it at 
once, or he should deal with it on the footing 
that the money was not claimable, | 

Mr. Macnaghten said Mr, Nelson was only 
a representative sharetolder, and he would 
like to consult the other shareholders, 
- His Lordsh’p said he would adjourn the 
matter for a fortnight, and meanwhile Mr, 
Nelson would have to consider whether he 
would bring an actinn at once insisting on the 
legal right of-she former shareholde s to.claim 
the nioney for division among themselves.

Where 
the reversion to Hinduism occurs, theie is a 
grave danger where the British Empire is con- 
cerned. We, who draw our levies from ‘among 
the Sikhs, are proud of our Sikh regiments, and 
look upon them as the most soldier-like of ‘all 
our native dependents, and we would be sorry 
to see the Sikhs lose their warlike tendencies. 
Where the tenets of Hinduism are imbibed, 


however, the characteristics of the Hindu race’ |" 


must, to some extent, be imbibed also, and 
there daes seem good reason to fear that, if 
the present degeneration of the religion of the 
Sikhs continues, the effect upon enlistment 
atnongst the Sikhs will be very marked, {thas 
rightly been the rule that religious questions 
ofevery description should be avoided in the 
administration of the Indian Empire, but, in 
this particular instance, in view of the im- 
portance of the question involved, it does seem
